Denial Also Given Story 
Powell Subjected to Cri- 
ticism by Caucus 


Strong rumors § circulating 
throughout the city on Friday 
that at the Thursday caucus of 
Social Credit members, G. F. 
Powell, Douglas Social Credit 
technician advising the govern- 
ment on establishment of the new 
economic era had recommended & 
general provincial election this 
fall, brought instant denial from 
government spokesmen. 

“Nothing could be further from 
the truth,” declared one high au- 
thority. “No such recommendation 
was made.” 

From other sources it was learned 
that the general feeling among the 
Social Credit as well as other mem- 
bers of the legislature, is against an 
election. 

Denial also was given by au- 
thoritative spokesmen, to the 
story that Mr. Powell had becn 
subjected to criticism by the cau- 
cus on account of lack of progress 
in implementing Social Credit.

EDMONTON'S BY-ELECTION 

With the announcement of Mayor Clarke that 
he will be a candidate in the Edmonton by-elec- 
tion there are now three contestants definitely 
in the fleld, with a possibility of several more 


entrants. The prospect is for a free-for-all con- ° 


test, with all shades of political opinion repre- 
sented. In the circumstances that have de- 
veloped this was perhaps inevitable, and is de- 
sirable in the sense that it will ensure a clear 
definition and full discussion of the issues in a 
peculiarly and somewhat obscurely complicated 
political situation. 


THE VANISHING PROPERTY- 
OWNER 


There were 50,652 names-on the municipal 
voters’ list in Edmonton last year, only 11,384 
being names of property-owners. The list for 
the present year is being made up. Uniess the 
steady trend of many years is reversed there will 
be more names on this year’s voters’ list but 
fewer names of property-holders. Twenty years 
or so ago there were far fewer voters but double 
the present number of property-owners. 

High taxes, largely due to exorbitant 
terest rates, and severe cumulative tax penalties, 
are largely responsible for the disappearance of 
property-owners while the voting population has 
doubled. Edmonton is no longer a city of home- 
ting population are

owners, Four-fifths of the v 

renters. Last fall aldermen were Elected 
pledged to reduce interest rates, thereby reduce 
tax rates, and thereby check the continued 


shrinkage of the number of property-owners 
Instead, they rivetted the existing interest rates 
on the city for thirty years, thereby destroying 
any chance of tax reduction. Explanations will 
be in order when the rapidly approaching civic 
elections come around.

table foods. It used to be the scourge and dread 
| of sailors in sailing-ship days, and of Arctic ex- 
, plorers before the art of canning reached its 
| present perfection. 

That scurvy has broken out in Saskatchewan 
| means simply thet the peopie in the drought 
| area have no vegetables or fruit, no potatoes, 
| no carrots, beets, parsnips, turnips, cabbage, 
| rhubarb, or other garden eatables which are so 
invariably common in this part of the country 
that an absolute scarcity can hardly be imag- 
ined. This, more than statistics or word descrip- 
tions in general terms, brings home the terrible 
fact that over a great area of that province the 
soil has this year produced literally nothing 
Where gardens have failed completely, no one 
need be told that field crops do not exist. 

The Dominion Government, which has as- 
sumed direct responsibility for relief in the 
drought area, is making arrangements to ship 
supplies of vegetables and fruit into the stricken 
districts, But already churches and private or- 
ganizations have anticipated the need and car 
loads of these supplies have been shipped from 
Ontario, Manitoba and British Columbia. As 
there are 45,000 people in the drought area in 
Saskatchewan, there is little danger of “over- 
| lapping,” and there will be plenty of opportun- 
| ity for benevolence to supplement the official 
efforts. — 

While it is to be hoped conditions in the dry 
belt in Alberta are less tragic, it can hardly be 
supposed they are much better. Information on 
that subject should be forthcoming from pro- 
vincial or federal authorities. If there is need 
to ship vegetables and fruit into that area also, 
this is the time to make the fact known. The time 
for harvesting garden produce is here, and ship- 
ments can be collected more easily now than 
| later on.

THE MISSING LINK 

This explains how the money system affects 
you and your family, 

“It cannot be beyond the power of man so to 
use the vast resources of the world as to ensure 
the material progress of civilization. No dimi- 
nution of those resources has taken place. On 
the contrary, discovery, invention and organi- 
zation have multiplied their possibilities to such 
an extent that abundance of production has it- 
self created new problems. There is no 
scarcity of commodities. It is, I think, at the 
consumption and distributive end that failure 
has occurred, and it is useless to produce goods 
that cannot be sold.” 

The problem could net be more clearly and 
concisely stated and the speaker was the pres- 
ent Duke of Windsor, when Prince of Wales in 
May, 1934 


“. , . it is useless to produce goods that can- 
not be sold.” Goods are sold for money. Money 
is the missing link between the goods that could 
be produced and the people who are destitute 
through lack of them. 


None can begin to understand the vital issues 
of the day, uniess they have a grasp on the 
principles of the money system. The operations 
of the money system are highly complicated but 
the basic principles are simple and can be 
grasped by anyone who can understand that if 
you have two pounds of flour on a scale, you 
must use a two-pound weight if you want the 
scale to balance. 

What is money? It is anything, no matter of 
what it is made, that a willing seller will accept 
for his goods. All kinds of things have served 
as money in different parts of the world. In 
the Solomon Islands, cowrie shells and porpoise 
teeth, on Santa Cruz feathers, amongst the In- 
dians of New England wampum (beads strung 
into belts), in the North the blanket, in Egypt 
glass, on the Caroline Islands stones. In mod- 
ern times, coins of bronze, nickel, silver, gold, 
pieces of printed paper (treasury notes and bank 
notes), and bank credit (bookkeeping entries) 
have displaced the more clumsy forms of the 
past. 


Money is a great convenience. Imagine the 
confusion and difficulty of arranging the ex- 
change of a hog for a hundred mile transporta- 
tion ticket, or securing a seat in a theatre if you 
only had a cow and there was no money used. 
Some people say that money is the root of all 
evil. That does not seem true. The love of 
money may be the cause of much evil, but 
money has made possible the developments of 
modern civilization and the reasonable attitude 
is to find out how the money system works so 
that the enormous wealth made possible by its 
use may be distributed by adjusting it to modern 
needs. 

The early history of money need not detain 
us, although there are most interesting stories 
of how power over people passed into the hands 
of the controllers of money. 


The following shows the power of money 
control 
The Fiji Islands are blessed with a marvel- 


lous climate, the soil is so fertile that an average 
of one month's work in twelve was enough to 
supply the needs of the people. 

In 1858 an American merchant ship was 
wrecked on the shores of the island and the in- 
habitants, doubtless thinking this was a fresh 
gift of a fatherly providence, removed the cargo 
Without the formality of a bargain being struck 
with the underwriters. 

The American government, acting on behalf 
of the underwriters, imposed an indemnity of 
$45,000 to be paid in American money. Neither 
King Kakabo nor any of his subjects had Am- 
erican dollars. They had fruit, coconuts and 
hogs, but no dollars. They hadn't needed them up 
till then. So they did nothing about it. 

The American government, acting as bailiffs 
for the insurance companies, sent a cruiser to 
collect, adding another $45,000 to cover the cost 
of this effective demand note. King Kakabo was 
in despair, but rescuers arrived in the shape of 
a group of Melbourne money lenders who agreed 
to pay the $90,000 in exchange for a grant of 
200,000 acres of Fijian land of their choice, tax 
and duty free 

The bailiffs moved out and the money lend- 
ers moved in to exploit their estates. Soon they 
were in difficulties. The Fijians, who was satis- 
fied with their own way of life, could not see the 
force of working for dollars that they had never 
used 

The money lenders, who had also secured the 
monopoly of opening a bank, hit on a plan. They 
approached King Kakabo and pointed out to 
him the barbarity and backwardness of having 
taxes paid in fruit, hogs, ete, when all civilized 
States levied taxes in money. The king agreed 
to levy a head tax payable in money 

In order to pay their taxes in money, the Fi- 
jians had to go to the bank, the only money 
factory on the island, which was manipulated by 
the money lenders who owned the estates 

They were compelled to hire themselves out 
at 25 cents a week and at that rate it took them 
six months to gather enough money to pay their 
year's tax 

The labor market was glutied. Thousands 
could neither gel!. their produce nor find employ- 
ment slaving for the money lenders, so taxes 
were unpaid and defauitere were imprisened 
Such victims could only be reieased if a planter 
paid their arrears of taxes on condition that 
they became his slaves 

It took but a few years to turn Fiji from an 
earthly paradise into # hell of wage and slav- 
ery 

Whole districts became depopulated and 
there arose a condition of hopeless and irrepay- 
able debt comparable to that of many munici- 


palities, provinces and nations today. Ag ha: 
beer well said, “Usury once in contro! will 
wreck any nation,” However bountiful it may 


have been endowed by nature 

Reduced to despair, the King of Fiji sur- 
rendered to the British crown. The first British 
governor, who set human life before the princi- 
ples of sound finance, namely, that all debts and 
taxes must be paid in money, that private insti- 
tutions must control the supply of money and 
that money can only arisé as a debt to such pri- 
vale money lenders, ordered that taxes could 
be paid in produce. Soon the nightmare of debt, 
poverty, slavery and despair passed, and the 
enjoyment of economic security and leisure re- 
turned, for a time at least, to Fiji 

Under the contro! of the usurer, the impris- 
oned Fijians were living poverty stricken in a 
land of plenty 
The solution applied in Fiji cannot, of course,

If—as has been hinted—the legislation is of a 
kind to stagger the financial world, then the 
greatest amount of critical help should be wel- 
comed in the legislature. 

We seem to have fallen upon parlous times, 
when criticism is resented instead of being wel- 
comed. It may be proof of the Fascist trend of 
the age—a mild form of the Japanese crime of 
“harboring dangerous thoughts.” Yet so long 
as we retain democratic forms of government, 
discussion before decision and criticism before 
action, remains the safe rule. By the clash of 
ideas in the markeét-place of the mind, merit is 
tested. Far better to test ideas at the outse! than 
land in trouble at the onset. 

The legislature is not the only place where 
constructive criticism seems to be resented in- 
stead of being welcomed as valuable and helpful 
service.

Last night from the coast I heard a radio pro- 
gram of tiresome music and bum jokes, spon- 
sored by a gasoline company. It was intended to 
make hearers so grateful for being momentarily 
lifted by the Muses above the travail of life, that 
they would insist on buying this company’s gas- 
oline. As one who each year goes water-gypsy- 
ing and pays toll to the company in question, let 
me risé to remark that I'd rather take my joy in 
the form of a reduction in the price of gasoline, 
than in jazz over the ether. 

There were 60,000,000 gallons of gasoline 
vended in B.C. last year at a retail price of 27 
cents a gallon. That may seem a paradise for 
motorists to Albertans, paying about ten cents a 
gallon more for equal grades. But read on: 

The September 2 issue of the Oi] and Gas 
Journal quotes the export price of U.S. motor 
grade gasoline at 4% cents a gallon. Kerosene 
users may be interested to learn that “water- 
white,” the best grade of kerosene, sells at the 
same export price of 4%4 cents per gallon 

This price of 4%4 cents a gallon for export 
gasoline has not varied a cent in the past five 
years. Casinghead gasoline, or “natural gas- 
oline,” of which 28 per cent is mixed with the 
product of the stills by one great Canadian com- 
pany, sells at three cents a gallon in cargo quan- 
tities, and enters Canada free of duty. 

Evidence before the Tariff Commission at 
Ottawa is that gasoline can be transported from 
Gulf ports to any port in Canada at a cost of one- 
third of a cent per gallon. 

If old Nathan Meyer Rothschild was alive 
today he would be in the oi] business in Canada 

Every Christmas he would send to his friends 
at Ottawa and in the provincial legislatures a 
nice Christmas present with a card enclosed 
reading: “I care not who produces the nation’s 
oil, so long as I can have the marketing of it.” 

And now to announce the demise of one of the 
pleasanter forms of graft. Virtue, in the form 
of men who go about hatless in the hope of 
averting baldness, has triumphed over the hat- 
check graft in New York and other modern 
Babylons. ; 

A newspaperman who visits the nightclubs 
of New York frequently in the pursuit of news, 
kept account of how much he had paid in tips 
to hat-check girls in order to retrieve his chapeau 
in a space of two months. He found it had cost 
him $8.10 to get back his $2 hat. 

Some of the wealthier and more be-soused 
patrons virtually buy back their hat every time 
So lucrative was the hat-check concession in the 
more frequented clubs that one night-club— 
The Stork—farmed out the hat-check convession 
for $8,000 a year more than its total rent 

The fad to go hatless has ended the era of 
hat-check millionaires. Not even a red-hsired 
girl wearing a fancy dress and a bewitching 
smile can make a man pay a dollar to get back 
his hat, if he has no hat to get back. The*hat 
manufacturers are alarmed*at the decrease jn 
their sales. They are looking for some advertis- 
ing wizard who can make America hat-conscious 
again. ; 

All this inspires hope that some day there will 
arise a modern Daniel who will lead « men's 
movement against the ridiculous “French cuffs” 
that manufacturers put on shirts. The double 
thickness of cloth folded back over the wrists 
and held in place with cuff-links, supplies an 
edge to pick up dirt. The laundry completes 
the destruction. “French cuffs” obligate one to 
buy cuff links, which are difficult to affix and 
easy to lose.

OUR TRADE WITH BRITAIN 

The value of imports into the United King- 
dom from Canada increased in the firat half of 
1937 to £39,566,558, as compared with £81,883.656 
in the corresponding period of 1996. writes Mr 
H. L. Brewn, assistant Canadian Trade Com 
missioner at London, in the Commercial Intelli 
gence Journal. Canada’s share of total imports 
amounted to 6.2 per cent as compared with 7.9 
per cent 

During the same period exports to Canada 
increased to £12,900,509 from £10,740,370; ex- 
pressed as @ proportion of total export trade, 
however, there was a slight decrease in that the 
1937 figure was 5.13 per cent of the total while 
that for 19396 was 5.17. Re-exports to Caneda 
increased to £763,120 from £451,668, and repre- 
sented 1.9 per cent of total re-exports as com- 
pared with 1.4 per cent in 1986,
